ing lives, and their parents ware insuf- 
ficiently nourished before thorn.

the rich man's child f 16,000 a y«iar to 
feed, clothe and school himj by al 
means. But, just so sure as the .sun 
shines, so sure tho time is at hand when 
mankind/is going to inquire wiptlier 
that ia the right way to run the-^world.

The slate 3-3 blasted out; in huge blocks 
iiid is hoisted out by steam aud turned 
over to tho meu who know how to re- 
duce it to the proper size. Huge blocks 
of it are taken in hand by these work-
